You had stated that Fig. 34 was missing. I am attaching it herewith, together with Fig. 33. 
Figs. 33 and 34 show a 3-D view of the leadframe 421. In Fig. 33, the leads have not 
been folded yet, while in Fig. 34, they have been folded already. 

You had also stated that Fig. 46 was submitted twice. I suspect that it was Figs. 46 and 
53, that looked so very similar. Figs. 46 and 53 can be confusing. They look very close 
to each other and can give the impression that they are duplicate to each other. However, 
the components are slightly different. The columns in Fig. 46 have a "DAM" at each of 
the two ends of each column. The dams are slightly larger in size than the column stem. 
On the other hand, the columns in Fig. 53 do not have those dams. The columns in this 
case are "treated", such that the ends of the columns are solderable, while the stem (the 
rest of the column) is not solderable or wettable to solder and the like. I have shown the 
solderable ends of the treated columns darker than the stems. I suspect they would look 
pretty similar to the columns shown in Fig. 46. The best way to differentiate them is by 
looking at the "Reference Numerals", which I have included in the attached drawings. 

By the way, I had not entered any reference numerals on any of the drawings, nor in the 
specification, which were part of the original application, and I am correcting that
